AN exciting new chapter 
in Woolwich’s military 


in Woolwich s military 
history is about to be 
written as 600 servicemen 
and women from two new 
regiments prepare to 
make Woolwich their new 
home for themselves and 
their families. 

First to arrive this year will 
be the 2nd Battalion The 
Princess of Wales Royal 
Regiment, an infantry unit of 
about 600 military personnel 
plus their families. 

Next year they will be 
followed by the King's Troop 
Royal Horse Artillery - along 
with about 120 horses. 

School places have 
successfully been found for 
the hundreds of children who 
will move with their parents 
into family quarters at the 
barracks in Woolwich. 

Accommodation at the 
barracks has had to be 
refurbished to be ready for 
the arrival of the troops. 
Service personnel have been 
helped to familiarise 
themselves with their new 
surroundings by being 
offered tours around local 
facilities.

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Helping our Heroes 


Grieving parents 
raise thousands for 
Help the Heroes

A COUPLE from 
Eltham who lost their 
son while he was on 
active service in 
Afghanistan have 
dedicated their spare 
time to raising cash for 
the Help for Heroes 
charity. 

Lance Cpl Jake 
Alderton, aged 22, died 
after his vehicle rolled off 
a bridge in a night-time 
operation while he was on 
patrol with the Royal 
Engineers. “He was the 
last soldier to be killed 
before Remembrance 
Sunday in November, 
2007,” said his dad, Keith. 

Since then, Keith and 
his wife Lesley have 
raised thousands of 
pounds for Help for 
Heroes. They began at 
Jake’s funeral, where they 
asked mourners to donate 
money instead of sending 
flowers. 

Family, neighbours and 
friends raised more than 
£6,000, which the couple 
presented to Help for 
Heroes through one of its 
high-profile supporters, 
actor Ross Kemp. 

The following year they 
organised a Help for 
Heroes fund-raising day 
in Eltham, followed by a

1940s Blitz evening, that 
raised another £7,500 for 
the charity. 

The couple also give 
talks to clubs like Rotary 
and Round Table, where 
Lesley explains what 
Jake’s death has meant 
for the family, and Keith 
outlines the work carried 
out by Help for Heroes. 

“We are now the official 
local co-ordinators for the 
charity,” said Keith. “The 
work that the charity does 
is incredible. They have 
changed lots of people’s 
lives. They receive about 
£2 million a month in 
donations. The money is 
used immediately, rather 
than being banked and sat 
on. Some of it goes to the 
Combat Stress charity, 
and it has financed 
extensions to military 
rehabilitation units such 
as Headley Court in 
Surrey. 

“It has paid for specialist 
accommodation units to 
be built for people 
following their treatment. 
The charity also pays for 
venture holidays to help 
people get their adrenalin 
back. They just make sure 
that if there is a need, 
they will meet that need.” 

Keith and Lesley’s fund- 
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raising has also included 
organising a day at 
Seaview Holiday Park 
near Whitstable, where 
they have a caravan. This 
raised £3,000 from a 
charity football match, 
live music and raffle 
prizes donated by 
individuals and 

businesses, which 

included seats for The 02. 

They were also given 
permission to collect for 
Help for Heroes at 
Morrisons store in 
Welling, which raised 
£1,900 over two days. 

“We do lots of little fund- 
raisers as well,” said 
Keith. “One of the 
Fusiliers back from 
Afghanistan asked us to 
go to a family do at the 
Crown pub in Eltham, and 
that raised £250. 

“We have raised a lot of 
money so far to Jake’s 
memory, and we intend 
continuing to do so.”

Dangerous dog owners in court 


POLICE officers in 
Greenwich are targeting 
owners of prohibited and 
dangerous dogs - and two 
people have already 
appeared in court. 

David Mortimer was given a 
conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay compensation 
after a Staffordshire Bull 
Terrier savaged another dog 
and bit a dog walker’s jacket 
in Eltham Park South. 
Danielle Shillingford was 


given a two-year conditional 
discharge for possession of a 
prohibited dog on the Horn 
Park Estate in Eltham. 

An adult Pit Bull Terrier and 
three puppies were seized 
from Shillingford 's home by 
officers from the local Safer 
Neighbourhoods team and 
the Status Dog Unit. The 
adult dog has been placed 
on the dangerous dogs 
register. 

Sgt Steve Howes, from the 


Safer Neighbourhoods team, 
told GT: “We want to 
encourage all dog owners to 
take responsibility and 
ensure that their dogs are 
kept under control and do 
not pose a threat to other 
dogs or members of the 
public. Any reports about 
dogs dangerously out of 
control in public or private 
spaces will be fully 
investigated and brought to 
court where appropriate.”

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Dog-fight days 

remembered

GT readers have answered 
our appeal for ‘souvenirs’ 
from aircraft dog-fights 
that took place in the 
skies above the borough 
during the Battle of 
Britain. 

We asked for memorabilia 
recovered during those 
dangerous days between July 
and October, 1940, when the 
fate of the country depended 
on The Few - the courageous 
RAF pilots who saw off the 
German aerial attacks on 
London and southern 
England. Their action 
changed the course of the 
Second World War, and halted 
an invasion from across the 
English Channel. 

The souvenirs are wanted by 
the Shoreham Aircraft 
Museum in Kent, which 
specialises in displaying 
aviation relics recovered by 
enthusiasts from crashed 
British and German aircraft. 

The museum’s curator, 
Geoff Nutkins, said 
grandchildren frequently 
visit - but have little 
knowledge about the time 
when Britain was fighting for 
its life because grandad never 
talked about it. 

“And yet we know that 
‘trophy-hunting’ was a 
national obsession among 
kids at that time,” he told GT. 
“At the very least, the 
children would be collecting 
and swapping shrapnel from 
the anti-aircraft guns, or 
looking out for gun-bullets. 
And, of course, the greatest 
prize would be a piece of an 
old aeroplane.” 

Sydney Pigden, who lives in 
Charlton, was a Flying Officer 


who piloted a Hawker 
Typhoon ground attack 
fighter bomber and ended his 
RAF flying career in 1946 
after piloting Spitfires. 

During a visit to Shorehan, 
he presented his wartime 
medals and flying logbook to 
the museum, together with 
his RAF ‘wings’ that were 
sewn on to his uniform. 

The museum has also had a 
call from a Plumstead man 
who said he was a little boy 
when he saw a Messerschmitt 
109 shot down and crash into 
gardens between Anne Street 


and Robert Street, 
Plumstead, on Saturday, 
August 31, 1940. 

“It was piloted by a German 
airman who was later 
identified as Lieutenant 
Walter Binder,” said Geoff. 
“The Plumstead man phoned 
us and told us he had kept a 
piece of the cockpit from Lt 
Binder’s Messerschmitt. But 
we haven’t heard anything 
from him since. So we are on 
tenterhooks hoping he will pay 
us a visit.” 

The museum also has part of 
a window from a Heinkel 111 


which came down over 
Woolwich Arsenal. Geoff and 
fellow-enthusiasts were 
allowed to dig around in the 
end-terrace of Barnfield 
Gardens, Woolwich, in the 
1970s with great success.

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Regiment, will rotate tours of 
duty between the UK, 
Germany and Cyprus, where 
they are currently based. 

It will spend two years in 
Woolwich, parading at the 
Royal Artillery barracks 
between Grand Depot Road, 
Repository Road and Artillery 
Place. They will also perform 
public duties, such as 
providing guards for 
Buckingham Palace, St 
James’ Palace and Windsor 


Castle. 

“It’s a big logistical exercise 
to move the battalion out of 
Cyprus to Woolwich,” said 
Major Les Carr, station staff 
officer at Woolwich. “The 
barracks are being 
refurbished to accommodate 
the battalion prior to their 
move. 

“Woolwich will be the 2nd 
Battalion’s home for two 
years, after which they will be 
replaced by another regiment 
from Cyprus. 

“Retaining the barracks here 


in Woolwich means the 
battalion will be closer to its 
home county of Kent. It 
means people in Woolwich 
will see more military 
uniforms in and around the 
town, and the soldiers are 
likely to take part in civic 
parades in the borough.” 

The King’s Troop Royal 
Horse Artillery will also be 
living in barracks in 
Woolwich, with their horses 
stabled at Napier Lines, close 
to the barracks in Repository 
Road. 


The King’s Troop performs 
at state occasions and 
transported Princess Diana’s 
casket on a gun carriage from 
Kensington Palace to 
Westminster Abbey for her 
funeral in 1997. It is leaving its 
base in St John’s Wood, 
London, after 100 years. 

The lease on its current 
barracks runs out in March, 
2012. At Woolwich the troop 
will be accommodated in the 
huge barracks that were 
previously used by the Royal 
Artillery.

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Dogs foul and dogs fair are in the news a lot these days, too often for the wrong 
reasons. There’s a barking need for greater communication and for the dog to regain 
its reputation as a human’s best friend. GT is pleased to report from the All Angels 
Dog Training Club, Abbey Wood, where all the pet owners want a bit more than just...

MANNERS maketh the 
mutt as well as the man - 
and the way to find out is to 
allow your pet to drag you 
down horizontally to St 
Michael and All Angels 
Church Hall, Abbey Wood 
Road, SE2, one of these 
Monday nights. 

That’s where the Kennel 
Club-listed All Angels Dog 
Training Club runs its 
classes from 7.30pm 
introductory for new dogs 
and puppies and more 
advanced classes for those 
who want to strut their stuff 
at obedience shows. 

But the bottom line is to 
produce ‘Good Citizen’ 
canines for the streets, parks 
and open spaces of 
Greenwich through Kennel 
Club tests at bronze, silver 
and gold levels. 

All Angels’ chairperson 
Julia Milligan told GT to 
“Sit!” then explained: “We 
offer basic socialisation and 
training classes for all breeds 
of dog and any age. 

“We get them to walk on the 
lead without pulling, we 
teach basic good manners 
around other dogs and other 
people, and get them to be 
examined by people other 
than their owners so that 
they are well behaved when 
they go to the vets or 
grooming parlours. 

“The Good Citizen scheme 
is about getting dogs to a 
basic standard of good 
behaviour and manners.

That’s social behaviour 
rather than perfect 
obedience. Judges see that 
dogs have the correct 
identification on their 
collars, which is a legal 
requirement, and they have 
to have the means to clear up 
after their dogs.” 


The dogs also have to allow 
the strangers to examine 
them, including inside their 
mouths, without playing up 
or nipping. “Will a dog stay 
when it’s told? Will it come 
back when it’s called. These 
are very important,” said 
Julia. “We also test them 
outside with bikes and 
buggies to see how they 
respond. They have to be 
reasonably well behaved and 
reasonably well mannered,” 

The club has three trainers 
so nine dogs with their 
owners is enough on a typical 
Monday. “We do four sessions 
so we don’t have more than 30 
people on our books at any 
one time. We get quite a lot of 
the so-called dangerous 
breeds, like the Staffs and 
Staff crosses, and the key is 
to get them well socialised 
when they’re babies. 

“One of the things for 
people to understand is the 
fine line between treating 
your dog as a member of the 
family and as just as a dog. 
It’s when that line gets 
blurred that you start to get 
problems. I love my dog to 
bits but you’ve got to keep it 
in your head that it’s still a 
dog, not a furry person. 

“You have to have grounds 
rules, just like having kids. 
You can invite dogs on to the 
sofa or even to sleep on your 
bed, but it musn’t be their 
decision. It’s a privilege, not a 
right.”

Remembrance that 
commemorates people 
from Eltham who lost 
their lives while on 
active service during 
the Second World 
War. 

The idea was launched 
by Len Jones, the 90- 
year-old president of 
Eltham and Well Hall 
Royal British Legion 
branch and his 
colleagues, who took 
action when they 
discovered other local 
records were incomplete. 
The book, which now 
with 385 names, is on 
display at St John the 
Baptist parish church in 
Eltham High Street. 

“Len got the idea 
because the names from 
the Second World War 
have not usually been 
added to the many war 
memorials around 
Eltham which mention 
the fallen in the First 
World War,” said Legion 
branch chairman Barry 
Nugent. 

“It would cost so much 
money to add additional 
names to, for example, 
the Eltham Cenotaph. 
There was also a risk 
that some names might 
be missed off. 

“So we thought the best 
thing would be to have a 
book in the church, and 
if we find any names 
have been left off, we can 
add them later.” 

The book is flanked by 
commemorative oak 
panels listing some of 
the wartime casualties 
which were compiled by 
the congregation in the 
1940s. The names of 
casualties from 1914-18 
are on the war memorial 
outside. 



Len, an old soldier from 
the 6th Battalion Queen’s 
Own Royal West Kents, 
worked closely with 
Firepower! army 

museum and Greenwich 
Heritage centre - both on 
the Royal Arsenal site at 
Woolwich - to collate as 
many names as possible. 

Barry, a former 
postman, has never been 
in the Services - and he 
says there’s a warm 
welcome for anyone, ex- 
service personnel and 
anyone else, who’d like to 
join the branch. 

He told GT: “I originally 
joined this branch in 
honour of my grandad 
Bill, who lived in West 
Greenwich, and who 
served in the Royal West 
Kent regiment. He 
survived the final ‘push’ 
on Ypres at the end of 
WW1, he’d served with 
Kitchener in Khartuom 
before that, and I’m 
proud to have his 
medals.” 

Barry and his 
colleagues are delighted 
that their combined 
efforts during 

November’s Poppy 
Appeal collected £39,440 
in Eltham and New 
Eltham. 


“That’s up £9,600 up on 
last year,” he added. 

“I think it’s because a 
lot of people realise that 
more and more people 
now need help, and they 
know that we don’t waste 
the money. We can 
provide help not only for 
injured ex-service people 
but others, such as close 
relatives, who might 
need help with, for 
example, a stairlift or an 
electric wheelchair. 

“They don’t have to be 
in the Royal British 
Legion. Times are hard 
right now for many 
people, and they don’t 
have to struggle on their 
own.” 

• Eltham and Well Hall 
is a long-established 
branch of the Royal 
British Legion, and was 
granted Honorary 
Freedom of Greenwich 
in 1995 in recognition of 
the service it had given 
to the borough. The 
citation is proudly 
displayed in their club- 
room. 

It meets on the second 
Tuesday of the month 
locally in Eltham.

AN intrepid team of seven 
will be running in Sunday’s 
London Marathon for the 
Mayor of Greenwich’s 
charities - MacMillan 
Cancer Support, Volunteer 
Centre Greenwich and 
Greenwich Mencap. 

Natalie Seboa, 20, from 
Eltham, might hop it. She 
told GT: “I am thinking of 
running dressed as a rabbit. 
I’m being sponsored by family 
and friends and hope to raise 
£500 - and people have offered 
me more if I run dressed up. 

“It’s the first time I’ve 
entered. I did the Race For 
Life, which was five 
kilometres, and I’ve done 
longer cross-country races 
when I was at school. But I’ve 
never done anything like a 
full marathon. 

“I was in training for it, but I 
was ill for three weeks with a 
cold and a cough. But I’ll be 
fine. I’m training by going out 
running with a friend and his 
dog. I also dance at New 
Eltham Dance School, doing 
tap, ballet, modern and street 


dancing.” 

Sunday will be the sixth 
London Marathon for Phil 
Brown, who is 52 this year. He 
said: “I’m usually OK for the 
first 20 miles. My age and 
weight are against me now, so 
this time my aim is to 
actually finish - whether it’s 
running, walking or 
crawling!” 

Phil joined Greenwich 
Council 21 years ago, and 


works as a senior 
reconciliation officer for the 
system controls section. 

He added: “I run all year 
round at my club, so I don’t 
train specially for the London 
Marathon. My best time was 4 
hours 40 minutes, but they 
have all been around the 
same sort of time.” 

Phil is being sponsored by 
work colleagues and hopes to 
raise between £600 and £700. 


“I plan get up there early on 
Sunday at around 8am, so I 
can relax a bit and get myself 
organised,” he said.

A NEW job agency for ex 
servicemen and women is 
encouraging local 

businesses to take them on. 

The ForceSelect recruitment 
agency says the borough’s long 
military history makes it a 
good place for servicemen and 
women to begin new careers 
on Civvy Street. 

The recruitment consultancy, 
based in central London, is 
staffed entirely by former 
military personnel. It was set 
up by Andy McNab, the former 
SAS soldier and bestselling 
author, together with fellow 
directors Lucy Wood and Hugh 
Andree, who were both army 
officers before launching the 
organisation. 

Managing director Lucy, who 
spent two years as captain in 
16 Regiment, Royal Artillery, 
at its Woolwich barracks, is 
urging businesses in the area 
to offer work opportunities to 
former service personnel. 

She said: “Woolwich’s rich 
military history, together with 
the stunning Royal Naval 
College at Greenwich, means 
the borough has powerful links 
with the services.

Good care from charity 


WITH the joy of Spring 
finally here, we decided to go 
through clothes and things 
we no longer need. 

Not only was it a cleansing 
experience, but it turned into 
quite an emotional and 
rewarding experience too. 
After my awareness was 
raised to our local children’s 
charity ‘Kids in Crisis’ during 
our Santa and Reindeer 
experience at the local garden 
centre in Greenwich, I called 
the charity to ask where I 
could drop off clothes for 
donation. Unfortunately due 
to cutbacks, they can no 
longer afford their storage 
facility and are therefore 
unable to accept donations. 
The woman on the phone did 
however re-direct me to a 
charitable organization in the 
neighbouring town of Darien 
called ‘Person-to-Person’, 
which is a community -based 
agency that helps their 
neighbours who lack basic 
necessities and resources to 
improve their lives. They are 
advocates of supporting self- 
sufficiency, through practical 
help, problem-solving and 
education. 



I kept putting off taking the 
clothes to Darien and one 
morning I had a feeling today 
was a good day to go - so 
Austin and I bundled into the 
car and off we went. Upon 
arrival I noticed the building 
had steep steps, which I 
realized I couldn’t enter with 
a stroller, so I asked a woman 
coming out if she’d do me a 
favour and drop-off my bags 
as I had a young baby in the 
car. As the woman walked 
closer I noticed she was 
pregnant, so objected that 
someone else take the bags. 
The woman said she was OK 
and paused for a moment, 


then asked if I had any baby 
clothes? I did, and I had 
maternity clothes too - she 
continued by asking if she 
could have these for herself. I 
asked when her baby was 
due, to which she replied she 
didn’t know, as she didn’t 
have enough money to go to a 
doctor to find out! She then 
continued to tell me that her 
fiance had cancer and was 
having experimental 
treatment at a local 
university, which is why 
they’d moved from Florida to 
Connecticut. Long story 
short we ended up emptying 
the contents of my boot and 


loaded everything into her 
boot. She wasn’t a very 
young woman, I’d say in her 
early 30s, and as I drove away 
I was humbled and felt very 
grateful for what we have. 
There are many great things 
about America, but despite 
Obama’s efforts to improve 
the healthcare system, at the 
moment, it’s still very dicey. 
We ourselves are having a 
stressful time finding health 
insurance for our son Austin, 
who has a minor pre-existing 
condition, as none of the 
private medical insurance 
companies will cover him - so 
we remain at the mercy of 
the private charitable 
organizations and state funds 
until the law changes later 
this year for children. We 
continue to be grateful to 
Greenwich Hospital for their 
amazing facilities and 
pediatric care. 

So when you next clear out 
your wardrobe, maybe take a 
moment to be mindful of 
where you’re taking your 
goods, as maybe your 
unwanted items might really 
make a difference to someone 
else ...

A new platoon of the 
Territorial Army has gone 
from strength to strength 
since it was launched in 
Blackheath just over a 
year ago. 

Now, more new recruits are 
being sought for 9 
(Blackheath) Platoon, C (City 
of London Fusiliers) Company, 
which is part of The London 
Regiment. 

Its commander, Lieutenant 
Chidi Nwaonu, was asked to 
set up the platoon in January 
last year. The regiment wanted 
to expand in the area, and 


Blackheath was identified as a 
good location with a wide mix 
of different types of people. 

Lt Nwaonu organised a series 
of recruiting events, going into 
colleges, schools, job centres 
and shopping centres, and also 
attending local sports fixtures. 
Platoon members turned up in 
uniform, carrying 20-kilo 
kitbags on their backs to show 
their fitness. Presentations 
and demonstrations of 
equipment were given in 
schools and colleges. 

The platoon now has 24 men 
and one woman, who are all 
local. They are infantry and 
assault pioneers, a lighter 
version of military engineers, 
who specialise in building 


obstacles as well as temporary 
bridges to cross stretches of 
water. 

“The platoon has been very 
successful in terms of 
recruitment and retention,” 
said Lt Nwaonu. 

“We have already deployed 
one of the first soldiers to 
join us from our recruiting 
event in Woolwich. He is 
Vladimir Slougala, a student 
who is now an infantryman 
with 1 Lancashire Regiment 
and is serving in 
Afghanistan.” 

Lt Nwaonu has been in the

BRITISH tennis might have 
struggled against mighty Lithuania 
hut the game is doing well in 
Greenwich, not least up at 
welcoming Shooters Hill Lawn 
Tennis Club.

The club in Eaglesfield Road has lots of 
“tennis leaders” coming through their 
ranks, which also impressed the county 
LTA. 

Phil, 31, who is also a qualified teacher, 
said: “I run the club’s leaders’ course and 
we have several level one and level two 
coaches among the juniors. This week 
they’ll be umpiring at an Under 9 
tournament we are holding. 

“I’ve been here just over three years and 
membership has peaked at 273. We are 
getting to full capacity but we don’t need 
to start a booking system yet although we 
are looking at funding opportunities to 
help us expand.” 

Members compete in the Kent and North 
Kent competitions as well as internal 
tournaments, winning a couple of 
trophies into the bargain. 

“One of our juniors, Robert Ratcliffe, 
who lives in Eltham, trains 20 hours a 
week and is almost full-time,” said Phil. 

What does Phil emphasise with the 
younger players? “The main thing when 
they join is for them to feel safe and have 
fun. The rest will come later on. They can 
improve through regular lessons and then 
competitions, internally then against 
other clubs. 

“There’s no pressure. We just expect 
them to turn up on time, try their best and 
enjoy themselves. People are doing their 
best at grass roots level but maybe tennis 
as a whole needs to open its doors a bit 
more and communicate a bit better to 
improve the game nationally.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

All the classics are present 
too.

A travelling Shakespeare company is touring Britain and Europe with Bard classic, A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream - and the production kicks off in Greenwich later this month 


_ _ YOU might have 

heard that it’s 
^ P J bad luck to 

mention the 
name of a

Shakespeare play at the 
theatre. You know the one - 
woman in black, weird sisters. 
Depressed bloke, good with a 
sword. . . The Scottish Play’, 
they call it... No? A certain 
‘Macduff’ ring any bells? OK, 
it’s Macbeth. There, I’ve said 
it. Just lucky we’re not in one 
right now. A theatre, that is. 
But what about mentioning 
the long running rumour that 
01’ Bill Shakespeare wasn’t 
quite the prolific genius that 
history has written him as, 
and that he needed help to 
finish off his little plays? It’s a 
question that’s sure to send 
Shakey fans right off the deep 
end, as Scene found out when 
we interviewed the producer 
from Shakespeare’s Globe 
theatre. 

“I’m not getting into that 
one!” was the very final 
response from Conrad

Lynch. “A lot of people are 
bringing that up at the 
moment - it’s a very popular 
topic!” 

But coming to the rescue like a 
copy-and-pasted A-Level 
essay, we’re not shy of filling 
in the blanks: 

Christopher Marlowe and 
Francis Bacon have long been 
conspiracists’ most popular 
protagonists for lead role in Ye 
Bard Ghost Writer (possibly?), 
while cigarette baron 
extraordinaire, Sir Walter 
Raleigh is a less likely 
penman. 

They are but rumours of 
course, and we shouldn’t let 
the truth get in the way of a 
good story. Or something like 
that. 

It’s a back-to-the-roots look at 
one of the Bard’s 
most 



enduring plays, A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, that comes to 
Greenwich on April 29. 

And it’s an open air show at 
The Old Royal Naval College, 
so the cast, crew - and 
audience - will be hoping that 
it lives up to it’s name and 
doesn’t turn into A Midspring 
Washout. 

Producer Conrad’s not 
worried though. He said: “The 
problem is obviously the 
British weather, but unless it’s 
really teeming down with rain 
and we can’t see, we continue 
whatever the weather. 

“People come along with their 
rugs and picnics - and 
ponchos, if needs be. It’s just a 
different experience, being out 
in the open air and the actors 
and the company really 
embrace it.” 

In fact there is only 
one stumbling block 
the thespian can 
foresee. 
“Negotiating 
audiences eating 
their picnics is 
probably the 
biggest problem - 
being tempted by 
their canapes and 
champagne!” he joked. 
Outdoor performances 
were the norm during the 
Bard’s time, and the touring 
show that is at the college 
grounds for the bank 
holiday weekend harks 
back to days of yore. 
“Shakespeare did travel 
the country, and that is 
what we based our 
interpretation on - the 
staging with the set and 
the awning of the 
Elizabethan travelling 
stage,” added the 
producer. The tour 
starts in Greenwich, 
and goes onto 

Cambridge 


University and Oxford, as well 
as the further flung wilds of 
Norway and Germany. 

And the local production - like 
the Globe Theatre - is bound 
to bring in the tourists. But 
what is it that is so enduring 
about Shakespeare that keeps 
them ‘a flocking? 

“It’s universal, whether you 
look at his work or the 
history,” mused Conrad. “It 
affects everybody. There is a 
particular draw to our 
building because it is such an 
iconic setting. It’s not on the 
same site - the original site 
was one street back. It’s as 
good a guess as we can make 
about what it was like, and we 
are continually researching 
the period and revising our 
interpretation right down to 
what the experience would 
have been like for the 
audience at the time. There’s 
no amplification, and we use 
five musicians for each show 
we do.” 

So what will the grand setting 
of the Naval College bring to 
the production of the much- 
loved play? 

“It’s the first time we have 
performed in Greenwich and 
it’s great to be doing it in 
collaboration with the Naval 
College, particularly since 
they have redeveloped the site. 
It’s good to be part of the 
relaunch of the area,” Conrad 
said. 

“The great link is the 
historical link to Henry VIII, a 
play that we are doing later in 
the year at the Globe, and also 
it’s the perfect setting for our 
small scale touring work - our 
interpretation of the 
travelling players. It’s a scaled 
down version of the 
production that travels to the 
castles, parks and gardens 
across the UK and Europe. 
“This setting is the revival of a 
show from last year, and it’s a 
great start to the summer - 
and a great bank holiday treat 
for people.”

To write or 
not to write? 

IN reality, the theory that Shakespeare 
was not the author of his own plays is 
pretty far fetched, and has more in 
common with the claim that man has 
never walked on the moon than any 
basis in the real world. 

The hand-written manuscripts of the 
day no longer exist, and added to the 
timeless nature of his work that has 
seen the language used change over 
time, there is little or no concrete 
evidence to 
support the 
conspirosy. 

And as usual, 
the conspiracy 
believers’ 
facts and 
proofs are 
vague at best. 

The notion that 
William (right) 
came from 
relatively 
humble 
beginnings and 
could not have 
had the grasp of politics and law that 
his plays suggest, is the most 
persuasive argument, which came up as 
early as the 1 9th century. Possibly a bad 
case of class-induced sour grapes? 

And aspersions that Marlowe or Bacon 
was the author are also quickly dashed 
by the simple argument of ego. Why 
literary heavyweights of the day would 
choose to remain silent as authors of 
such great works is hopeful, at best.

There is 
superstition... 

THE belief that Macbeth is cursed has 
its roots in Shakespearian times, and 
the play’s juju has followed it ever 
since... 

Legend has it that Hal Berridge, the 
actor who played Lady Macbeth the first 
time the play was aired, died soon after 
leaving the stage. More bad luck 
followed: 

During the 1849 performance at New 
York’s Astor Place, 31 people were 
trampled to death after a riot broke out. 
In 1934, British actor Malcolm Keen 
turned mute on stage, and his 
replacement developed a bad fever and 
was hospitalised as a result. Three 
years later, a 15-kilo stage weight 
crashed within an inch of Laurence 
Olivier as he played the lead. And then 
his sword broke on stage, flying into the 
audience and hitting a man who then 
suffered a heart attack. Not ideal. 

The 1953 production saw Charlton 
Heston suffer severe burns from tights 
that were accidentally soaked in petrol 
and US actor Rip Torn seemed unable to 
shake the curse no matter how many 
times he tried. An actor’s strike hit his 

1970 production in New York, and two 
fires and seven robberies plagued the 

1971 version.

This two-and-a-half 
hour, Swedish whodunit, 
simply flies by and is hugely 
enjoyable. The film is based on 
the first of a trilogy of best- 
selling books by the Swedish 
author, Stieg Larsson, who 
tragically died with the books 
left unpublished - all three are 
now international bestsellers, 
and the films - sequels will 
surely follow - were not yet 
made. 

The picture, which for once, 
sticks closely to the book, is an 
intelligent, well-constructed 
thriller. A retired, Swedish 
industrialist, Henrik Vanger 
(immaculately played by Sven- 
Bertil Taube), decides to hire 
an investigative j ournalist , 
Mikael Blomqvist, (Michael 
Nyqvist) in a last ditch 
attempt to find his niece, 
Harriet who has been missing 
for over 40 years. Initially 
reluctant, Blomqvist relocates 
to Vanger’s vast, rural family 
estate to plough through 
endless documents and 
photographs. Frustrated by a 
lack of progress and at the 
point of resigning, he receives

help from an unexpected 
source, a resourceful and 
intelligent computer hacker, 
Lisbeth Salander (Noomi 
Rapace), herself troubled by 
an unexplained, but obviously 
traumatic, past. 

The two combine beautifully, 


working in harmony and 
complementing each other 
notwithstanding differences 
in age, social background and 
emotional and psychological 
stability. Nyqvist is relaxed 
and at ease with himself, 
Rapace, nervous and troubled. 


A modern day rebel, she 
pushes us away from her 
multiple body-piercings and 
tattoos (the significance of 
which is oddly left 
unexplained) to her emotional 
distance and sadistic acts of 
revenge. Yet, even as she 
pushes us away, she somehow 
pulls us in, down and into the 
turmoil of her soul (the biggest 
mystery of the film) through 
endlessly brown eyes. Watch 
out for this newcomer - she is a 
star in the making. 

The Verdict: Danish Director, 
Niels Arden Oplev proves 
more than capable of 
managing this complex web of 
ideas, from racism and 
dysfunctional family life to 
misogyny. (The original title 
was more appropriately, ‘The 
man who hated women’). 

The production is slick and the 
camerawork excellent. Rural 
Sweden is beautifully 
portrayed, especially the 
winter scenes. But make no 
mistake, this is a tough, no 
nonsense, murder mystery 
which intends and manages, to 
shock. Nevertheless, don’t 
miss it. Or the sequel. 9/10.

Meet 'Loaf all over again 


MORE than 30 years after he 
exploded onto the world stage, 
Meat Loaf is back with a new 
record, Hang Cool Teddy Bear- a 
title taken from a line in the classic Russ 
Meyer movie Beyond The Valley Of The 
Dolls. 

From opener Peace On Earth to the 
closing track Elvis In Vegas, its 13 
tracks drag the classic Meat Loaf sound 
kicking and screaming into the 21st 
century. 

"I wanted it big, I wanted it dramatic, I 
wanted a rock record," said Meat Loaf. 
"Yes, it sounds like a Meat Loaf record. 
But it sounds different too - it sounds 
new, it sounds fresh. It speaks to you in 
a different way." 

As with every classic Meat Loaf album, 
Hang Cool Teddy Bear has a bigger 
concept. The album’s striking narrative 
was inspired by a short story written by 
Los Angeles-based screenwriter and 
director Kilian Kerwin, a long-time friend 
of the singer. 

"It's the story of a soldier," the singer 
revealed. "He's been in battle 
and he's lying face down on the 


ground. He can't move, but he turns his 
head and starts to see blood run across 
the ground, and so he thinks he's going to 
die. They always say you see your life 
flash backwards when you're about to die.

But his life flashes forward - into what 
possibly could happen. He sees what his 
life could be - the good and the bad. The 
songs are the different scenarios he finds 
himself in. It's not always the same time 
or the same place - but it's always the 
same woman. But I don't want to give too 
much away - I want people to work it out 
for themselves." 

To flesh out his vision, Meat Loaf enlisted 
a stellar array of big-name guests, and 
elite musicians to play on the album, 
including Darkness front man Justin 
Hawkins (who co-wrote two songs for 
the album), former Queen guitarist Brian 
May, and Hollywood star Jack Black, 
who duets with Meat Loaf on Like A 
Rose. But for all the star guests, Hang 
Cool Teddy Bear is Meat Loaf's album 
and includes his trademark vocals and 
passion. More than four decades into his 
career, the man - and his voice - are as 
big, bold and important as ever.

The idea of putting the world to 
rights is great escapist fare for over 
stressed movie-goers, and each of us has 
our own bugbearwe’d like to iron out. 

In The Horseman, our hero’s target is the 
seedy adult film world. Blue collar, all- 
Aussie-bloke Christian’s (Peter 
Marshall’s) troubled daughter is drawn 
into prostitution and the industry, before 
dying of a drug overdose. Tracking down 
those involved - if not ‘guilty’ - in 
administering the lethal dose, the 
grieving father makes it his mission to 
bring the perpetrators to justice. 

Sending bad guysto meettheir maker 
where they belong, The Horseman is not 
the most subtle title given the apocalyptic 
nature of the feature - albeit a personal 
apocalypse - although our anti-hero’s 
tongue in cheek job title does induce a 
titter or two. He’s a pest controller. 
Geddit? 

Travelling across the expansive Oz, 
Christian relives his own mistakes when 
he meets a runaway on the road, and the 
girl- a similar age to his deceased 
daughter, becomes the vehicle to show 
his sensitive paternal side, and the

antithesis of the psychotic rage he saves 
for the parties culpable in his daughter’s 
death. 

Written, produced and directed by Steve 
Kastrissios, the production values belie 
the movie’s modest budget. There is 
more than a touch of class to the final 
cut, with tension built superbly by an 
atmospheric soundtrack. 

The fight scenes are excellently 
choreographed and shot - which goes 
some way to explaining its brace of 
awards at the Melbourne Film Festival 
when it was released. 

And although marred by a couple of 
poor cameos, there are some cracking 
portrayals here. Lead man Marshall 
brings real presence to the grieving 
father, and the character is a well- 
developed and complex one: Mentally 
scarred by his daughter’s life choices, 
he is physically marked by his own 
self-destructive tendencies, which in 
turn introduces the idea that self 
harming is a hereditary trait and an 
illness. Caroline Marohasy is excellent 
as the young runaway Emma, and 
togetherthe pairtouch on deeper 
themes than might be expected from 
what is effectively a ‘B’ Movie.

sent the skipper clear. 

A minute before the break, 
Bailey broke away again, 
expertly controlled Frazer 
Richardson’s accurate 

diagonal ball on his chest and 
aimed carefully for the same 
corner.

His 
second save had the added 
importance of protecting the 
lead grabbed by City ten 
minutes earlier.
